MacLeod Advance: A plant, known 
to cattle and horsemen as the loco 
weed, is causing great loss amongst 
the range auima’s on the other side 
of the hne, so much damage being done 
as to cause the U. & government: to 
send out a yerty fo investigate into 
the nature of the plant and the best 
methods of eradicating: it from _ the 
range. The weed grows in moist, spots 
and is generally to be found inf the hay 
meadows wm a hilly district. In ap- 
pearance the weed closely resembles 
the wild sage plant in color. Hun- 
dreds of cattle and horses die annual- 
ly on tha Montana ranges and the 
cause is attributed to the poisorous 
nature of the weed referred to. Horses 
are peculiarly affected) by the weed. 
The ommdis iaiterf up readily’ and 
look sleek and well, but take, and 
ride or drive one of the animals 
having the poison in his system and 
as soon as he becomes heatied up he 
exhibits signe of madness. He will, 
without the least warning, rear up and 
fall over backward, and when he 
gets up on his legs again will take 
the bit in his teeth: and dash blindly 
ahead until he drops from  exhaus- 
tion or dashes himself over a cut 
bank. He ts alsa very much alarm- 
ec at! any object, po matter how 
fami'iar, which happeny to be on a 
level with hid head. Horsemen are 
agreed *hat the complainy is caused 
by the animal psrtaking of a poison- 
ous weed, but they differ as to the 
variety of the weed, some contend- 
ing that the wild parsnip is the weed 
which does the mischief. Anyway 
the men who have been selected tio 
investigate into tha matter, have

FARMERS’ INSTITUTE MEETING 

3 IN STRATHCONA 
From the Plaindealer, : 

A very interesting) and instructive 
farmers’ meeting was held in Masonic 
Hall, Strathcona, on last Friday after- 
noon under the auspices of thet South 
Edmonton agricultural society. The 
speakers were gentlemem tn the em- 
ploy of the Dominion and Territorial 
departments of agriculture, viz; Prof. 
Fletcher, botanist of the Central Ex- 
perumental Farm, at Ottawa; Angus 
McKay, superintendant of the experi- 
mental farm at. Indian Head, Assa., 
and T. N. Willing, Territorial weed 
inspector. President McLean of the 
agricultural society occupied the 
chair. There was a good attendance 
of farmers and towns people, particu- 
larly the latter as it was almipst’ im- 
possible for farmers to get) in. 

Mr. McKay spoke first and briefly. 
He dwelt mainly umn the virtues of 
brome grass fori hay im this region, 
giving advice as to Seeding and (caring 
for it. He consideredi ten pounds per 
acre sufficient seed. It has a tendency 
to grow, too thick in time; and canjfbe 
checked to good advantage by plowing 
down in the fall to a, depth of three 
inches, after which it should be. rolled 
and will yield a good crop the follow- 
ing year. i 

Mr. McKay reminded tarmers that 
plum and crabf apple trees. could be 
had free of charge at the Indian Head 
farm if application were made in good 
time (January) and he hoped that’ by 
the time they were sufficiently advan- 
ced for grafting, grafts of the larger 
varieties of plums and apples could be 
obtained at the experimental farm 
also. 

Mr. Willing spoke briefly leaving the 
for 
Prof. Fletcher who would follow him. 
Mr. Willing and also Mr. Foster, the 
local weed ‘nspector, had numerous 
samples of noxious; weeds on exhibi- 
tuon which were usefu! to the speakers 
in their discussions. 

Prof. Fletcher, whc was heard for 
the first time in this part of the ceun- 
try, 18 a very ready and pleasing 
speaker thoroughly acquainted with 
the subject of noxious weeds. He re- 
ferred to stink weed, sometimes called 
French weed, as the worst weed the 
farmers of this region have to contend 
agaist. It is exceedingly prolific, 
producing two and a half crops each 
season. It ripens seed twice andi in 
the fall throws its strength, into its 
roots making a stnong plant for the 
succeeding spring. . 

Some of our weeds are annuals, 
others live two years, others fqr many 
years. To get rid of the annuals they 
must be plowed up before maturity; 
for the two-year plants it is necessary 
to plow, two] seasons, in succession. 
Weeds require tood and the leaves are 
the feeders hence cutting down the 
plants will eventually kill them. He 
advises the use of a weeder or harrow 
(the former preferred) on fields soon 
after the graim appears. The Prof. 
considered rag weed the most difficult 
to get out of gram on account of the 
seed belng so mear the size of wheat 
that screening and; fanning had little 
effect on it. Millers objected strongly 
to 1t on this account and because when 
ground it gives a bitter taste to flour. 
He referred ta Russian, pig weed as 
being a weed prevalent here, some- 
what stumilar in appearance to lambs 
quarter but much more noxious. He 
said skunk tail grass or fox tail as it, is 
popularly known is a cause for a kind 
of lumpy jaw in cattle, the beards 
geting: down beside the teeth and 
causing tumors which develop into 
lump jaw im appearance.

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AN IMPERIAL VIEW OF COLONIAL LOYALTY 

London Spectator, Wher 4 states- 
man whose reputation bas been made 
in bara debate and the turmoil of par- 
ty warfare ‘eaves bis work behind him 
for a moment and allows some gener- 
ous emotion to color his words, we lis- 
ten more readily, than to any profes- 
sional rhetorician. In Mr. Chamber- 
lamn’s speech at the dinner on Monday 
to celebrate Dominion Day there was 
this charm of contrast with his otber 
work. In truth, the subject was great 
enpugh to inspire 2 man of far less 
imagination and historic sense than 
the colonial secretary. The filial ‘feel- 
ing of the colonies in the war has been 
made a truism of politics, readily: ad- 
mitted by every party; and it requires 
a conscious eifort to realize what ex- 
actly 1s meaat by this phrase of journ- 
absts. Our first feeling, whem ‘we 
learned the temper of vuy cousins 
oversea, was delight and surprise; now 
we are beginning to take it for grant 
ed, and it is weil ta be reminded by Mr. 
Chamberlain’s eloquent words of the 
true magnitude of this loyalty. The 
colonies, thank heaven! have ceased 
to be meaningless terms for most Eng- 
lishmen. We see them as already na- 
tions, mature and self-sonscious for 
all their youth, following their own 
ideals and civilizations, but) insepar- 
ably luanked to us by blood and tradi- 
tion. At home in England we Can 
have no sexse of geographical posses- 
sion. We are a great nation, but our 
land is a mere incident im our power. 
But in our colonies wide ambitions are 
jowed literally aod directly with wide 
territo‘ies; there is room, to move. and 
breathe and expand; and they cun see, 
growing up ia their sight, the palpable 
ewidence of their power. He must baa 
Cull man indeed whose spirit 15 not 
jired by the consideration of the cldest, 
most populous and most mature of our 
colonies. To oprselves Canada has al- 
ways seemed something apart from the 
others, with more of the cld European 
culture, more long-descended, more 
notthera, and so in some ways Zrore 
akin to ourselves. The stock of her 
populatton was drawn from our best. 
Yhe hardy, thrifty settler who went 
out to clear. the forests 1s a universe 
away irom the treasure-hunter and 
the speculator. In ber French popula- 
tion she has a curious, interesting and 
difficult class, who-so fan have been 
made to live harmoniously withia ber 
borders. Bands of Scottsh emigrants, 
jrom the °45 tu the present day, have 
gone west to Maiilioba and Assiniboia, 
and founded new Badenochs and Loch- 
abers in a Country which has much of 
the character of their own. As Gen- 
eral lan Hamiltoa said, at the same 
dinper, the Gordons and the Royal 
Canadians who fought side by side, at 
Paardeberg were nearly connected— 
jirst cousins if vot hajf-brothers. She 
has never been made the reservou for 
the surplusige of other nations, the 
wanderi'g a‘ien has sot seriously 
troubled her, and her settlers have 
jpeen picked men of our own blood. 
Canada has a land, too, @! immense ex- 
tent and endiess variety. Surely, in 
no country um the world is there se 
great a choice of scene, from the ap- 
ple-orchards of Nova =cotla, the popu- 
lous cities of the St. Lawrence and the 
jce-lields of Labrador to the prairies 
of the Northwest and the canons of 
the Pactfic. All, or nearly all, is well 
watered, and ro part is without some 
form of agricultura: wealth. Her cli- 
mate us “temperate, in few places ini- 
mical to life and labor, and well suit- 
ed to a strong and healthy race. ItGs 
a platitude that the nature of a coun- 
try and climate has « great share in 
forming the character of a people, ‘To 
men whose root stock is Saxon, or“at 
jeast moribern, some vigor in the 
elements and the landscape js neces- 
sary for the maimtenance of true moral 
and physical manhood. Canada is es- 
sentially a country, of the larger, air, 
wher2 men can still face the oid prime- 
val forces of nature and be braced in- 
to vigor, and. witha! co beautiful that 
it cam readily inspire that romantic 
patriotism wh +h is one of the most 
priceless assets of a people. ‘The tall 
men in the Canadian coutingents, with 
their curious brightress of eye, which 
comes from locking overt vast pros- 
pects of country, were more iban vol- 
unteers or Manitoban, stock-riders. 
They were to the observant mag the 
visible sigu of a, masculire and * un- 
wearied nation. 

“Wedook to you,” said Mr. Chamber- 
lain, “the young nativus, the heirs of 
the future, to appreciate our position, 
to approve our policy, to give us your 
help, to enable us to meet the taunts 
oi our enemies with the cheers of cur 
children.” There is but one attitude 
which Britain can adopt to those “sons 
of her hoaseko'd.” Long ago, before 
we understood the true theory of Eng- 
lish colonization, we talked of “depend- 
encies” and “plantations,” and tried tp 
force young countries into the strait- 
clothes of imported constitutional 
forms. We were nervous ebout any- 
thing which might impair their close 
relationship with ourselves, not seeing 
that a perpetual state of pupilage is 
not. the best! mode to securd a child's 
well-being or affection. In those days 
we regarded the colonies from our 
point of view; now, when. our eyes are 
open, we cap look at them from their 
own. Much ialse rbetoric and foolish 
sentiment have been expeaded on this 
newly discovered colonial kinship, but 
no inanities can quite obscure the real 
grandeur of the conception at the back 


of ali the drums ard cheering. Our 
colonial policy is simple; we do. not 
wish to impose any scheme of federa- 
tion, a0y ready-made liuks of connec- 
tion; we wish orly-to see each colony 
prosper, for tn the furtherance of its 


prosperity we see the surest promise 
of union. The wise father who seeks 
the well-being of his child does rot 
ask him to remainaiways at home, or 
to follow the same profession, or to 
imitate him slavishly in dress and con- 
duct. He desires the chi'd to make 
his way in the world, and he helps bim 
te this end, knowing that thus far 
closer ties of affection will be estab- 
lished than 1i be bad coerced him into 
his own ways. When Cacadian federa- 
tion wos firs’ proposed, it was cur- 
rently supnosed that this new freedom 
would mean the loosenlag of the old 
bonds. It meant really the opposite, for 
Qo bonds afte fo weak as the srishiially 
imposed, and) none so strong as those 
naturally aed spontaneously created 
by an independeot people. He1ce, much 
as we desira to see the colonies shar- 
ing directly with us the consideration 
and execut‘on of Imperial measures. 
we would wait patiently till of their 
own accord they make the offer. The 
sbonds must be self-made, the sacrifices 
undertaken of their own free will. The 
vital interest for us is the success of 
these young mations, for them he 
whole ideal of British policy is on its 
trial. Cormwvl+te local freedom, combin- 
ed with a ready loyalty to the empire 
if this ideal is realized it will be ‘the 
greatest of our contri buticns to the po- 
litical history of the world. 

We are glad to note thai| in Can- 
ada there ts a strong feeling in favor 
of the recogaitior of certain definite 
Imperial r>sponsibilities. We would be 
glad to see a strong Canadian reserve 
for defersive purposes, a Canadian 
nivy to protec’ her shores, apd Can- 
adian repr-seitatives, in Sir Wilfrid 
Lan-*r’s words, “called to our coun- 
gels.” Such a ~esult would be the logi- 
cal consequenve of her growing pros- 
perity ani her sense of status as a ipp- 
tion. It wou'd add to her own pres+ 
tige and at! the sama time it would 
lighten to some extent the »urden up- 
on Britain. It would mean an increas- 
ed community of interest between the 
young country and the old, and tt 
would add to’ the security; of both 
Some time—we hope the day is far dis- 
tant—Canada may be called.on. to prp- 
tect her southern frontier against the 
United States, or ber Pacific seaboard 
against Russia. Her wealth is grow- 
ing, her interesiq may, soon copntlict 
seriously with those of cther powers, 
and her share in any scheme of Imper 
jal defence may become a very vital 
gue. If she offe+s to help in the work 
of empire, we be’ieve that; while in 
the present our ha-ds will he strength- 
ened, in the future sbe berself will be 
abundantly repaid.”

A letter from one of the South Afri- 
can constabulary says: 

“We arrived at Cape) St, Vincent on 
April 9th, and i* was a fine sight going 
into the bay. The, iighthouse is at 
the mouth, whicu is situated on the 
top of a r.-k 700 feat high, the cape 
on the left and anothem ‘arrer island 
of rock on the right. Tbe cape, seems 
to go straigh* out of thejsea, and the 
town us located, at the foot, in which 
the houses are all small, painted white. 
There are no trees or grass, but there 
were dozens of sh'os from ail over the

“General Krox sent tm here last 
week 12,000 head of cattle and 4,000 
head of sheep.

account ot the sickness, and when we 
dropped anchor the Br'tish consul and 
the doctor came out to us with orders 
to go tof Cape Lown. We left ait 1 
o'clock, and by 6 o’clogk in the even- 
ing diphtheria, mumps aud measles 
‘oproke out; a’ one timed there were 
over 100 men in the buspital. We 
had four deaths, and it wasja gad sight 
to see them buried at sea. We, ar- 
rived in Capa Town at 11 o’clocki on 
April 26th. It ‘ooked like sajling irto 
Toronto barbor, there being so many 
lights alonz ‘he foo: of the mountain. 
We tied up at noun, and by. 4 o'clock 
in the afterooon 400 men were issued 
rifles, water bottles, rubl er sheets and 
150 rounds of ammunition, and boarded 
a train of coal cars for Bloemfontein. 
We landed here (Heidelburg) at 7 
o’clo k on Mey 2. Our tents were ail 
put up for us, and we went into canip, 
which is beside the railroad im a val- 
ley, with mountains all around us. It 
was a grand sight going through the 
mountains in, Cape Colany. it took us 
two days and nights after we left 
there, as we only travelled in the day- 
time, as the Boers were all around. 
I would love to be in business here. 
Peices are very high. Here are a few 
of them; Apples, 4 for 30c; tea bis- 
cuits, 50c per pound; ginger snaps, 40c 
per pound; matches, 5c a smiali box; 
(boots, $10 a paw.’ 

Writtg oj May 2), he says. “The 
weather 1s grand; not a drop cf rain 
now or Cloud in the sky. One day last 
week we had a sandstorm and h: d to 
Stay in ihe teats for, two hours. | svill 
send you a sample of the sand whore 
we are encamped. There are patches of 
grass here and there, put not much. 
Airica always seemed bo me to be a 
land of savages and deserts and 
Swa lps, but from whait I have seen of 
it it does aot seem different trom our 
own. There are some beautiful houses 
here; very iarge, and built of ed and 
white stone; pretty Llower-gardens and 
lawns, with huge stone fences ground 
them. e 

“Last nighi was my first real night’ 
on duty, I was sent as corporal, with 
twelve men, to relieve the old sentries 
at this fort. It was about two miles 
irom camp. Each sentry is relieved 
every 24bours, The forts, as they cail 
them, are ¢rcular trenches, six feet 
deep, four ieet wide, and, I should 
think, about 50 yards around. Outside

Structures with their 
walls unprotected, sky lights, great 
heights, etc., will’ ‘be charged ex- 
tra. Only ‘business structures will 
be affected, and it is stated that 
larger ones. will have te pay more 
for their insurance. Montreal will

Specific rating system’ is in 
general use ini the United Stated and 
has been tried experimentally in to- 
morrow with success, ’
